Four Cases of Errors. 

| The premier had selected four cases 
in criticism of the allied strategy— 
two, Serbia And Roumania, in which 
he himself and Mr. Lloyd George had, 
in their respective capacities, equal re- 
sponsibility, and two, Russia and 
Italy, which belonged to this year. 

Mr. Lloyd George’s view regarding 
Serbia was not the view taken by any 


country, he asserted. The proposition 
that there was only one front was 
perfectly sound, and one of the corol- 
laries was that you might give the best 
pervice to an ally at one end of the 
line by exerting the maximum effort 
at the other end of the line. 

It was-a sacred trust of the allies to 
gee that the future freedom and se-} 
curity of Serbia and Roumania were 
pdequately assured. 

Doubts Effect on Russia. 

Mr. Asquith went through the pre 
mier’s references in his Paris speech to 
Russia and Italy and asked what the 
premier meant by “we.” He sugegest- 
ed a doubt whether a council at Ver- 
sailles last March would have affected 
the Russian situation.

SOCIALISTS MAY — 
FORCE U.S. MEN 
FROM FINLAND 


Opposed to All Allied 
Passport Agents 
at Tornea.

STOCKHOLM, Nov. 19.—Passport 
controllers and military agents of the 
United States and the allies at Tornea, 
on the Finnish border, anticipate being 
compelled to depart at any time now 
because the Socialist-workmen’s party 
is in complete control and is bitterly 
opposed to the presence of foreigners. 

The spread of Socialist influence 
throughout Finland means that Rus- 
sian troops soon will be forced from 
the country.

Officers Oppose Kerensky. 

Many veteran officers now are com- 
manding Bolshevikist troops against 
their former commanding officers, 
pleading as vindication that they are 
first, last, and all the time against 
Kerensky because his sentimentality 
and hesitation ruined discipline in the 
army. 

The officers are eating the same food 
as the soldiers and are treating them 
like comrades instead of as inferiors. 
Officers say that despite this leveling 
policy, which they have been forced 
to adopt, in action the discipline ob- 
served by the soldiers is good. There 
is some grumbling, however, among 
the officers at salary reductions and 
the announcement that they will have 
to ‘wear the same uniform as the sol- 
diers. 

Revolt at Kiev Grows. 

In Petrograd only minor Bolshevikist 
papers are appearing. They change 
their names almost daily. 

An antiBolsheviki movement is re- 
ported as developing at Kiev.

FOR 36 VESSELS 
TO LAKES YARDS 


~ Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—[Spe- 
clal.J—Contracts for thirty-six new 
vessels to be built on the Great Lakes 
will be made tomorrow by the Emer- 
gency Fleet corporation. Names of 
firms to construct the ships were not 
disclosed tonight, but each vesse! is to 
be of the Robert Dollar type, a 3,500 
ton steel vessel, built both for lake 
and ocean navigation. I¢is designed 
to put the vessels in the Atlantic serv- 
ice. 

These contracts, it was said tonight, 
will bring the total contract allotment 
for ‘steel ships to 530, of which 22) are 
for fabricated steel ships. : : 

Five standardized types of steel 
ships now are under construction for 
the shipping board. They are of the 
following sizes: Thirty-five ‘hundred 
tons, 6,000 tons, 7,500 tons, 8,800 tons, 
and 12,000. tons. 

Approximatey 427 wooden ships of 
3,500 tons are under construction also. 
These will be fitted with reciprocating 
engines, while most of the steel ships 
will be equipped with turbine engines.

that we will be misunderstood. If the 
resolution is rejected, it will go abroad 
to the world that we have turned down 
the government.

“Tf we have traitors in our ranks, 
I am ready to eliminate them.

Gompers Defends Position. 


President Gompers closed the de- 
bate inf a speech in defense of the 
alliance and his own position. —

between the two. For instance, I may

; Object to Her Remarks. ; 

Mrs. Hixon is said to have been 
made the target for the threats of 
the bomb throwers because of the 
publicity given her following: the in- 
cipient panic of Friday night, when 
the explosive was discovered in the | 
aisle of the Auditorium theater during © 
a performance of grand opera. 

Mrs. Hixon’s comments on that oc- 
casion were quoted largely in the | 
newspapers, and these remarks seem- 
ingly aroused the ire of those econ- 
nected with the attempt at bombing. 
All efforts to obtain a verbatim copy 
of the letter failed, but the substance, 
as reported, is this: _ 

“You have said much about the 
affair of Friday night in the opera. 
as if the bomb was intended for you. 
The bomb was not intended to get you. 
but every one of the bloodthirsty Amer- 
ican pigs who are attempting to crush 
Germany to earth. This one was not . 
successful, but the next one will be.’ 

May Be Maniac’s Work. 

The police aré divided in opinion as 
to whethér the sender of the letter is 
a lone maniac, acting independently, 
or is merely a person taking advan- 
tage of the occasion to express an anti- 
American sentiment. In either case, 
the police are determined to follow the 
search through to an arrest. 

The threat of “next time” has 
caused added precautions to be taken 
in all public gatherings.

IS NOT SUBJECT 


_ TO INCOME TAX} 


Washington, D.’C., Nov. 19. — Ali- 
mony is not taxable. The Supreme 
court.of the United States today made 
this decision. 

The decree ‘was made in a. case 
brought on behalf of Mrs. Katherine C. 
Gould, and releases her from taxation 
on the income of $3,000 monthly paid 
to her as altmony by her formér hus- 
band, Howard Gould, during the years 
1913. and 1914. . 

Justice McReynolds read the opin- 
ion which held that.the law did not 
include alimony as a subject of tax:

“To make the sky the limit?” 

“ As cost increases rates must go up, 
if we are to proceed on 4 sound basis,” 
answered John S. Patterson of coun- 
sel for the railroads. 

With both sides agreed that the rail 
roads’ income had increased, the chief 
point of eontention was whether the 
additional revenue had offset the in- 
creased cost of operation. Mr. Patter- 
son, the only attorney speaking for the 
roads, said the last advance had failed 
by about $120,000,000 to cover the in- 
ereased expenses of the thirty-eight 
systems. . 

Shippers Unconvinced. . 

Counsel for the shippers maintained 
that by use of the additional revenue 
and surplus the railroads would not be 
in worse condition than other busi- 
nesses, and that under such circum- 
stances they should not expect to im- 
pose an additional burden on the ship- 
pers. 

Mr. Patterson replied that the rail. | 
roads had no desire to make money out 
of the war.. 

Clifford Thorne, leading counsel for 
the shippers, said an increase in freight 

rates is essentially a tax, and that 
“this is no time for an organized set 
of business men to ask the American, 
people to increase their burden.”

« “One day she tried to drown little 
John in the lagoon in Garfield park,” 
Kamis told the police. “ But the water 
was too shallow. A policeman saw her 
pushing the boy out toward the deeper 
water. He was going to arrest her, 
but she said she was only trying to 
scare the boy into obeying her.” 
Rocks Daughter to Sleep. 

In the afternoon Mrs. Kamis rocked 
her daughter, who is 3 years old, to 
sleep. Then she took the boy into 
the bathroom. When the bodies were 
found the boy’s hands were tightly 
clenched as if he had fought to save

TAX FAILS TO 
Movie Fans Pay $60,000 


Weekly; Cabareting 
~ Yields $2,500.

The new federal amusement tax has 
sot affected the amusement businesses 
of Chicago to such a degree as it did 
ego weeks ago, according to theater, 
cabaret, and moving picture house 
Toca to rough estimates, the 
geople of the city are cheerfully giving 
yp an additional weekly sum of $75,000 
» order to enjoy themselves in the 
vleasure centers of the loop and resi- 
jential districts. 

Internal revenue officials said yes- 
corday they had made no estimates of 
‘ye income from the new source which 
vent into effect Nov. 1 and would have 
9 figures until Dec. 1. 

All Must Pay Share. 

Under the new law every amusement 
ctivity which makes a charge to the 
wblic must pay a share of the excise 
ax, This includesthe restaurant cab- 
vets where a cover charge is made 
¢ well as those which ask a fixed 
ee for admittance. Exceptions are 


i wade of entertalnments for charitable 


wz educational purposes. 

Representatives of the internal reve- 
ye department have visited all the 
heaters and restaurants to list all the 
slaces which are taxable.

Movies Furnish $60,000. 


The movie houses are furnishing 
about $60,000 of the weekly payment 
® Uncle Sam’s collectors, according 
‘9 the men who own them. They re- 
port that business, after a bad slump, 
has been getting better during the last 
ten days.” Several managers of picture 
houses sized up the situation in much 
he same way as Nathan Ascher of 
Ascher-Bros., who operate fifteen film 
theaters. 

“T don’t believe the federal tax on 
theater admissions hus hurt us a bit,” 
ne said. “There is no denying that 
there has been a bad slump in the at- 
tendance, but it is better now than it 
was in the last weeks of October, just 
hefore the theater tax went into ef- 
fect.” 

There are now some 300 moving 
picture theaters in operation in the 
‘ity. It is estimated that the weekly 
“verage tax paid into the federal treas- 
ury is about $200 each. 


Larger Houses Give $10,000. 


Managers of the large loop theaters 
stated that, while their November bust- 
ess is not so good as in former years, 
they do not believe that the tax has 
‘aused any fallin’ «if in attendance, 
hut attribute it r: * to general war 
eonditions. All suy they hear few 
complaints concerning the tax. They 
pstimate that the larger playhouses 
ire making a weekly contribution of
